The Huskers survived the 15-hour flight to Tokyo, Japan, and defeated the Kansas State Wildcats 
in the Tokyo Dome, 38-24, to finish the regular season 9-2-0 overall and 6-1-0 in the Big Eight 
Conference. The win gave the Huskers an undisputed Big Eight crown and a berth in the Federal 
Express Orange Bowl. It is Nebraska's 30th Big Eight Championship, its 22nd undisputed, and the 
ninth under Head Coach Tom Osborne, Nebraska, No. 11 Associated Press (No. 10 CNN/USA 
Today) faces No. 3 AP (No. 4 CNN/USA Today) Florida State on Jan. 1, 1993, Nebraska posted its 
second-consecutive Big Eight title and a return trip to the Orange Bowl, its third in five years as the 
Big Eight Champion and its first undisputed conference championship since 1988, Colorado finished 
second at 5-1-1, Kansas third at 4-3-0, and Oklahoma fourth at 3-2-2. Nebraska defeated then-No. 8 
Colorado 52-7 in Lincoln, defeated then-No. 13 Kansas 49-7 in Lincoln, lost 19-10 at Iowa State, but 
defeated Oklahoma 33-9 and Kansas State 38-24 on the road to wrap up the title. Nebraska extended 
its NCAA record streak of consecutive nine-win seasons to 24, posted its 31st consecutive winning 
season and kept Tom Osborne on the top of the winningest active Division I-A Coaches’ list. Along 
the way to team honors, offensive guard Will Shields was a unanimous All-American and won the 
Outland Trophy; outside linebacker Travis Hill earned All-America status by Kodak and was a 
Butkus Semifinalist; center Jim Scottand punter Mike Stigge werenamed tothe CFA / Hitachi Scholar 
Athlete team, while Stigge was a first-team GTE academic All-American and earned nearly every 
academic honor available. The dynamic rushing duo of "We-backs" Derek Brown and Calvin Jones, 
made Husker games exciting. Jones and Brown were the Big Eight Conference Offensive Player-of- 
the Year by the coaches, and AP, respectively. Meanwhile, a true freshman quarterback named 
Tommie Frazier from Bradenton, Fla., took over the quarterback reins and led NU toa 5-1 record as 
a starter. For his efforts, he was named the unanimous Big Eight Offensive Newcomer-of-the-Year 
and promises exciting Husker football in years to come (for more notes on Husker individuals, see 
pages 26-27). 


Huskers Bow] Streak Continues: 

The Huskers’ invitation toappear in the 1993 Federal Express Orange Bowl extends their string of 
consecutive bowls trips to 24, the longest current streak in college football and one shy of the NCAA 
record of 25 set by Alabama from 1959-83. The 1993 Orange Bow! will also be Nebraska's 12th- 
straight "New Year's Day" bowl, The last time the Huskers played in a bowl game other than Jan. 1 
or 2 was the Dec. 27, 1980, Sun Bow] at El Paso, Texas, where they defeated Mississippi State, 31-17. 
Nebraska's 24-consecutive bowls streak began with a 45-6 win over Georgia in the 1969 Sun Bowl. 
Nebraska is 14-16-0 all-time in Bowl Games, 5-7 in the Orange Bowl. Under Osborne, NU is 8-11-0 
overall, 1-5 in the Orange. Nebraska was in the Orange Bow] in 1992 and 1989, both times playing 
Miami. Previous to 1989, NU played in the Orange Bowl three-consecutive years, (1982-83-84). 
Nebraska has never played Florida State in the Orange Bowl, but has played the Seminoles twice in 
bowls; in the 1988 Fiesta Bowl (L 28-31) and in the 1990 Fiesta (L 17-41). 


The 1992 football season is Coach Tom Osborne's 20th as head coach and his 31st at Nebraska, 
including an 11-yearstint as anassistantunder Bob Devaney, That's thelongest tenure ever fora UNL 
coach, and the second-longest in Big Eight history, behind Bennie Owen, who coached 22 years at 
Oklahoma from 1905-26. Osborne (Hastings, 1959) is the winningest active coach in the NCAA's 
Division I-A, owning a mark of 195-45-3 for an .809 winning percentage. The dean of Big Eight 
football coaches, he holds league records for games coached (243) and won (195). Osborne is 15th on 
the all-time NCAA Division I win chart. Over the years, Coach Osborne's teams have played 77 
gamesagainst ranked (AP) teamsand have won 43. That'san average of nearly four games vs.ranked 
teams each year. With Osborne at the helm, his teams have not only posted winning seasons every 
year but have won nine or more games each year (24 consecutive seasons total, 20 under Osborne, a 
continuing NCAA record). This season's bow] invitation is Osborne's 20th in as many years, Over 
the last 12 years (since 1980), NU's team totals under Osborne (1973-91) lead all other Big Eight 
Conference schools in all but one offensive category, including pass efficiency (130.4), rushing yards 
per game (360.7), points per game (39.5), plays per game (76.7), yards per play (6.25), winning 
percentage (.870), touchdowns (682) and total offense per game (479.44). 


Nebraska vs. Florida State: It's the seventh meeting between the Huskers and Seminoles, in what was 
NU's most colorful non-conference series of the 1980s. Both teams have been ranked in the AP top 
20 in each of the seven meetings, including No. 11 (NU) and No. 3 (FSU) in this season's Orange Bowl. 
Florida State leads it, 4-2-0, with the last two meetings taking place in bowl games when No. 3 FSU 
won 31-28 ina heart-stopping win over fifth-ranked NU in the 1988 Fiesta Bow]; and a 41-17 win by 
No. 5 FSU over No. 6 Nebraska in the 1989 Fiesta Bowl. The first four games were played in Lincoln, 
where the Seminoles managed a split. In 1980, 16th-ranked Florida State upset No, 3 Nebraska, 18-

on two, seven vs. Oklahoma). The Huskers’ non-turnover streak ended after not committing a 
turnover in five complete games (6.0 total); 24 quarters, 452 offensive plays and 55 returns (507 total 
plays). The interception vs. Oklahoma was Frazier's first, even though he is a true freshman, faced 
two ranked teams and played in three wet-and-cold weather games. I-backs Brown and Jones, 
meanwhile, have lost just two fumbles on the season combined. Nebraska's streak of not losing the 
ball on the ground continued until the second quarter of the Kansas State game. The Huskers had not 
lost a fumble since the third quarter of the Sept. 19 Washington game (7.50 games, 30 quarters, 582 
plays, 66 returns, 648 total plays). NU's 24-quarter and 6.0- (five complete) game streaks without a 
miscue are school records, breaking the old mark of 16 quarters and 3.75 turnoverless games a year 
ago. Nebraska ended the season plus 18 on turnovers (+1.64 per game ), the highest mark sincea plus 
26 (+2.0 per game) in 1971. Largely responsible for the turnovers gained is a swarming Husker 
defense which caused 19 fumbles, forced opposing QB's to throw 93 incomplete passes and directly 
caused 13 interceptions. NU had 16 pickoffs on the year, by nine different Huskers including 
cornerbacks John Reece and Kenny Wilhite with three each. 


Husker Records: 

Nebraska is 662-288-40 for a 689 winning percentage in 102 years. NU ranks sixth in the NCAA's 
Division I-A in victories, ninth in percentage. The Huskers are 398-121-20 in Lincoln (.757), 273-98- 
13 (.728) in Memorial Stadium (since 1923)...113-16-0 at home under Coach Osborne (.876). On the 
road, the Huskers are 236-141-17 (.621). The Huskers are 62-81-3 (.435) all-timevs. ranked opponents 
(43-34-1,.558, under Osborne) and played three this season, defeating then-No. 8 Colorado, 52-7 (Oct. 
31), and then-No. 13 Kansas (Nov. 7),49-7 in Lincoln and losing to then-No. 2 Washington (29-14) in 
Seattle, Wash. At home against ranked opponents under Osborne, NU is 20-12 (.625), 9-8 (.529) vs. 
top 10 (AP) teams. In the past two years, the Huskers have faced four teams who finished the season 
ranked No. 1 and shared a piece of the national title-Colorado and Georgia Tech (Citrus Bowl) in 
1990-91, and Washington and Miami (Orange Bowl) in 1991-92. NU went undefeated at home for the 
first time since 1989. The Huskers loss to lowa State marked just the 11th loss to an unranked 
opponent in 164 tries under Coach Tom Osborne in the last 20 years for a 151-11-2 record against the 
unranked and the only loss to a team below .500. 


Husker Notes: 

Nebraska has outscored its opponents 103-8 in the first quarter in 1992, with the only points given 
up—a safety at then-No, 2 Washington and field goals at lowa State and Oklahoma, the team never 
yielded has a touchdown in 1992 in the first period...In fourth-quarter action, NU outscored its 
opponents 87-35 and has only given up three fourth-quarter touchdowns (one at lowa State, two vs. 
Kansas State at Tokyo)...combining the first and fourth, NU leads 190-43.,.... NU is now 126-5-0 under 
Coach Osborne when rushing for over 300 yards per game and has won 48 straight when rushing for 
300-plus... Nebraska posted its eighth season undefeated at home under Coach Osborne in the last 20 
years, and its first since a 7-0 stint in 1989 in the friendly confines of Memorial Stadium...overall under 
Osborne, NU is 113-16-0 at home and has not lostmore than one home game since a 5-2 home record

In thered zone (inside opponents’ 20), NU has scored on 45 of 54 penetrations (83.0 percent),39 have 
been touchdowns (26 rush, 13 pass) and six haye been field goals (four ended in turnovers, five in 
failed fouth downs). Inside the opponents’ 10-yard line, the Huskers have been almost unstoppable, 
scoring 29 of 32 times (91 percent) on the season.

Looking at the depth chart included in this guide on page 22, of the 77 players listed, 22 are walk- 
ons (or former walk-ons), 55 are scholarship players (counts players only once, even if listed twice on 
three-deep). Of all Husker starters, five were former walk-ons including left guard Ken Mehlin, 
center Jim Scott, left defensive tackle John Parrella, right defensive tackle Bruce Moore and punter 
Mike Stigge. Of the top twounits, thereare 11 walk-on players. Seven of the top 15 offensive linemen 
were walk-ons.

tory, Tom Osbornealso ranks 
as the winningest active 
coachin NCAA Division I-A 
in this, his 20th season at the 
helm of the Huskers. 

The veteran Nebraska mentor owns a career record of 195-45- 
3 for an .809 winning percentage. Only eight coaches in the 
history of college football have ever won more games at one 
Division I school, and this season, he’s passed John Vaught and 
now ranks 15th on the all-time Division I coaching win list. 

This season marks the ninth time Osborne has guided his team 
to at least a share of the Big Eight crown. The other conference 
titles came in 1975, 1978, 1981, 1982, 1983, 1984, 1988 and 1991. 
This is the seventh time an Osborne-coached team has earned the 
Federal Express Orange Bowl bid. 

Under Osborne, Nebraska’s string of consecutive winning 
seasons has grown to 31, including 24 consecutive seasons with 


at least nine wins. The Huskers have made 24 straight bowl 
appearances, the longest currentstring in college football and just 
one shy of the NCAA-record 25 set by Alabama from 1959-83. 

In 1992, Nebraska won the NCAA rushing title at 328.2 yards 
per game. It was NU’s 10th rushing crown overall, and its eighth 
in the last 13 years. 

Among his many coaching honors are Big Eight Coach-of-the- 
Year six times—1978, 1979, 1980, 1983, 1987 and 1988. He was 
named the Bobby Dodds National Coach-of-the-Year five times, 
having received the honor in 1975, 1976, 1980, 1988 and 1992, and 
the American Football Coaches Association and Kodak District 
VII Coach-of-the-Year six times—1978, 1979, 1980, 1983, 1987 and 
1988. He was named the Bobby Dodds National Coach-of-the- 
Year by the Atlanta Quarterback Club and by Delta Air Lines in 
1978 for his efforts toward the advancement of the higher and 
more notable aspects of college coaching. Osborne also earned 
National Coach-of-the-Year honors from the Football News in 
1983. 

National rankings are commonplace under Osborne. The 
Huskers have been ranked as high as seventh in the Associated 
Press poll this season and have been ranked in every weekly AP 
poll since 1981, giving them a poll record of 187 consecutive 
weeks in the rankings. Since Osborne took over in 1973, Ne- 
braska has been ranked in 309 of 312 AP polls, missing one week 
in 1977 and two in 1981. 

In fact, a study of the final AP polls from 1972 to the beginning 
of the 1992 season finds that Nebraska is the second most 
successful football program in the nation based on rankings. 
Using a point system of 20 for first, 19 for second, 18 for third, ete., 
the Huskers scored 248 points to come in second, just six points 
behind Oklahoma. 

Through 20 seasons, Osborne’s teams have posted an impres- 
sive 43-34-1 record against teams ranked by the Associated Press, 
easily the best record for a Nebraska coach, and he’s the only 
Husker mentor to ever beat a No. 1-ranked team—the 17-14 win 
over Oklahoma in 1978. 

On and off the field, Osborne’s players have consistently been 
highly honored. Five of his proteges have received the NCAA’s 
highest honor for student-athletes—selection as one of “Today’s 
Top Six.” That's the most for any individual sports program in 
the country. Husker gridders who received the honor are guard 
Randy Schleusener (1981), center Dave Rimington (1983), Mark 
Traynowicz (1985), Jake Young (1990) and linebacker Pat Tyrance 
(1991). 

Under Osborne, Nebraska has had 29 academic All-Ameri- 
cans. That figure includes seven two-time picks fora total of 36-— 
tops in the nation. 

Under Osborne, five Nebraska players have received six Out- 
land Trophies, including this year’s winner, Will Shields. The 
Huskers made history by producing three consecutive Outland 
Trophy winners (Rimingtonin 1981 and 1982.and DeanSteinkuhler 
in 1983) and two consecutive Lombardi winners (Rimington in 
1982 and Steinkuhler in 1983), while also winning the 1983 
Heisman Trophy (Mike Rozier). 

During Osborne's career, 37 players have earned All-America 
honors, including five two-time All-Americans for a total of 42 
selections. Nebraska has also had 21 total NCAA post-graduate 
scholarship winners and 13 National Football Foundation and 
Hall of Fame Scholar-A thlete recipients including Mike Stigge in 
1992. 

Osborne was the first recipient of the Distinguished 
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OSBORNE...THE WINNINGEST ACTIVE COACH IN THE NATION 


Nebraskalander Award from the Nebraskaland Foundation in 
1982, and in 1983 he was named national Coach-of-the-Year by 
the Fellowship of Christian Athletes. He’s also an author, having 
published a book entitled “More Than Winning” in 1985. 

An outstanding high school and college athlete, Osborne was 
the first athlete in Nebraska history to win both the state’s high 
school and college A thlete-of-the-Year awards. 

After receiving his bachelor’s degree from Hastings College in 
1959, Osborne played three seasons in the National Football 
League, two with the Washington Redskins and one with the San 
Francisco 49ers. 

In 1962, he joined the Husker staff as a graduate assistant. He 
continued in that capacity until he received his master’s degree in 
1963, then maintained a triple role of student, teacher and part- 
time coach at the University. He earned a doctorate in educa- 
tional psychology in 1965. After becoming the full-time receivers 
coach in 1967, he spent the next five years in charge of the Husker 
passing game, and in his last four seasons as an assistant coach. 
He developed a wingback named Johnny Rodgers, who would 
become Nebraska’s first Heisman Trophy winner in 1972. 

Osborne was born Feb. 23, 1937 and is married to the former 
Nancy Tederman. They are the parents of a son, Mike and two 
daughters, Ann and Susie, Osborne has one grandson.

A former standout full- 
back on Coach Bob 
Devaney’s Nebraska teams 
in the mid-1960s, Frank 
Solich is completing his 14th 
season on the Cornhusker 
coaching staff; his 10th as the 
Husker running backs coach 
and his second as assistant 
head coach. Solich, who 
coached Heisman Trophy 
winner Mike Rozier in his 
rookie season as running 
backs coach, has produced atleast one All-Big Eightrunning back 
in nine of the 10 seasons he has tutored that position, including 
1992, when NU’s “We-backs” of Derek Brown and Calvin Jones 
earned unanimous all-conference honors. In addition, the 
Comhuskers have captured the NCAA rushing title five times, 
including back-to-back titles in 1991 and 1992, since Solich began 
directing NU’s ground game. Despite weighing less than 160 
pounds, Solich was an All-Big Eight fullback and co-captain of 
the Cornhuskers’ 1965 team. He held the NU single-game 
rushing record (204 yards against Air Force in 1965) for 10 years, 
and also lettered in baseball. A native of Cleveland, Ohio, Solich 
prepped at Holy Name High School and received his bachelor’s 
(1966) and master’s (1972) degrees from Nebraska, He was the 
head coach at Holy Name High School in Omaha, Neb., from 
1966-68, then moved to Lincoln Southeast from 1968 through 
1979. After joining the Nebraska staff, he served as the head 
freshman coach for four seasons, posting three undefeated sea- 
sons, before taking over as coach of the Husker running backs in 
1983. Solich, who was inducted into the Nebraska Football Hall 
of Fame in 1992, is married to Pamela Wieck, of Beatrice, Neb., 
and they have two children, Cindy and Jeffrey.

CHARLIE MCBRIDE 
Charlie McBride, tabbed 
by the Sporting News as the 
nation’s best collegiate de- 
fensive line coach in its 1992 
preseason annual, is wind- 
ing down his 16th season on 
Coach Tom Osborne's staff, 
and his ninthas the Huskers’ 
defensive coordinator. 
McBride’s 1992 defensive 
unit led the Big Eight and 
ranked 13th nationally in 
scoring defense at15,6 points 
per game, and was second in the league against the run (138.1 
ypg) and third in the Big Eight in both pass efficiency defense 
(107.9 rating) and total defense (309.5 ypg). Since taking over as 
defensive coordinator in 1984, McBride has watched the Husker 
Blackshirts lead the Big Eight in total defense four times, includ- 
ing 1984, when NU topped the nation in both total defense and 
scoring defense. He has served as the Huskers’ defensive line 
coach since coming to Nebraska in 1977, and in that time, has 
produced such standouts as All-Americans Neil Smith, now of 
the Kansas City Chiefs, Jim Skow of the Cincinnati Bengals and 
Danny Noonan. An All-Big Eight end and punter at Colorado, 
McBride received his bachelor’s degree from CU in 1962, then 
played one season for the Denver Broncos of the old AFL. He 
returned to CU and served as a graduate assistant coach with the 
Buffs before becoming head coach at Chicago’s Fenger High 
School.

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DEVANEY TO RETIRE AFTER 31 YEARS OF LEADERSHIP 


ATHLETIC DirECTOR 
Bos DEVANEY 


Bob Devaney ranks as 
one of the nation’s outstand- 
ing athletic directors as he 
continues to lead the Ne- 
braska Athletic Department 
with the same vigor, enthu- 
siasm and administrative ex- 
cellence that marked him as one of America’s greatest football 
coaches during his colorful gridiron career. 

Devaney isin his 31st year of providing drive, leadership and 
pride in the Cornhusker athletic program, and his final year as 
athletic director. Devaney will retire as A.D. on Jan. 4, 1993 and 
become Athletic Director Emeritus, 

He arrived in 1962, charged with the mission of building a 
successful football program, and he succeeded far beyond 
anyone's expectations. During an 11-year stintas Husker football 
coach, Devaney’s teams won 101, lost only 20 and tied two fora 
winning percentage of 829, His career mark of 136-30-7 for .806 
ranked him as the nation’s winningest coach at the time of his 
retirement in 1973, Devaney's teams won eight Big Eight titles 
and two national championships during the 1962-72 span, with 
his teams going to nine bowl games. He twice won four consecu- 
tive Big Eight titles. 

Devaney’s 1971 team, which posted a 13-0 record, and twice 
defended its No. 1 ranking against the nation's second-ranked 
team (beating Oklahoma, 35-31, in the ‘‘Game of Century,’’ and 
Alabama, 38-6, in the Orange Bowl), and beat the eventual No, 3 
team, Colorado, 31-7, has been hailed as the best college team of 
all time. Bob was inducted into the National Football Foundation’s 
Hall of Fame in 1981. 

Devaney received many other honors during his coaching 
career. He was named coach-of-the-year by the Walter Camp 
Foundation, the Football Writers of America, Football News and 
the Washington Touchdown Club in 1971, and he was tabbed to 
coachinnumerousall-star games suchas the Hula Bowl, Coaches 
All-America, Blue-Gray and Shrine Bowl East-West games. He 
also coached the College All-Stars against the Dallas Cowboys in 
the 1972 Chicago game and was inducted into the Orange Bowl 
Hall of Honor in 1976. 

Five years after accepting the challenge of rebuilding the 
Husker football program, he accepted thechallenge of rebuilding 
the overall athletic program, succeeding the man who hired him, 
Tippy Dye, as athletic director, in 1967. And his success in 26 
years on that job has been as phenomenal as was his coaching 
success, 

Devaney spearheaded drives to virtually rebuild and replace 
Nebraska's aging athletic facilities. Continuing a process begun 
during Dye's tenure, he oversaw the expansion of Memorial 
Stadium from its original 36,000 capacity to its present 73,650 
(completed in 1972, along with the South Stadium Office Build- 
ing). 


It was Devaney’‘s leadership, working in conjunction with 
the Nebraska Legislature, that resulted in the passage of a special 
cigarette tax to provide funds for a new athletic complex, the 
beautiful four-and-a-half acre indoor sports building which 
opened on the Nebraska State Fair Grounds in 1976. The building 
which features a 14,302-seat main arena, plus separate swim- 
ming and diving pools, an indoor track, and workout areas for 
wrestling and gymnastics, was renamed the Bob Devaney Sports 
Center in 1978, 

Also in the mid-1970's, Devaney saw to the construction of 
Ed WeirTrackand Field Stadium, and a new, partially-astroturfed 
baseball facility, Buck Beltzer Field. More recently, he has 
overseen the expansion of the Huskers’ academic counseling 
service and the concurrent establishment of the Hewit Center in 
the West Stadium; the continued expansion of the strength and 
conditioning program and its outstanding facility in the West 
Stadium; the construction of the new NU Softball Complex; the 
building of the Otto and Gladys Baumann Building at Beltzer 
Field; the funding and construction of the new full-field Cook 
Pavillion indoor practice area, and the adjoining Lee and Helene 
Sapp Recreation Facility. The latest project is the complete 
remodeling of NU's old basketball facility, the Coliseum, into a 
modern arena for the Huskers’ highly-successful women's vol- 
leyball program, 

Atthe same time that Devaney was working to provide top- 
notch facilities for the Husker athletic teams, he also worked to 
hire the best coaches available and provide those coaches with 
full-scholarship funding, and did so at the time that women's 
sports became established at the intercollegiate level. The result 
of his efforts is an overall athletic program that ranks among the 
nation’s elite, with several sports that are dominant at the Big 
Eight level and highly-competitive at the national level, The 
Huskers have consistently won conference all-sports titles for 
both men's and women's sports. In fact, under Devaney, Ne- 
braska teams have produced 12 national championships; 122 Big 
Eight championships; 67 individual national champions, 520 
first-team All-Americans, and 63 Academic All-Americans. 

A 1939 graduate of Alma (Mich.) College, Devaney served as 
a high school coach at Big Beaver, Keego Harbor, Saginaw and 
Alpena in Michigan before joining Biggie Munn and Duffy 
Daugherty at Michigan State. In 1957, he became head coach at 
Wyoming where his teams posted a 35-10-5 five-year record. 

Devaney is married to the former Phyllis Wiley. They have 
ason, Mike, and a daughter, Pat, both graduates of the University 
of Nebraska, Bob and Phyllis also have two grandchildren.

On June 26, 1992, Uni- 
versity of Oregon Athletic 
Director Bill Byrne was in- 
troduced by University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln Chancel- 
lor Graham Spanier as the 
person to succeed longtime 
Husker A.D. Bob Devaney. 

“T am following Bob Devaney, not replacing him,” Byrne 
said. I use the word ‘follow’ deliberately, because no one can 
replace Bob Devaney. 

“Bob Devaney is a living legend. A giant. He is one of the 
greatest American college leaders. He has built a legacy at 
Nebraska--something | would hope we could continue.” 

Byrne, 47, who has been the athletic director at Oregon since 
1984, will join the Nebraska staff as athletic director-designate on 
Nov. 1, then will become the Huskers’ ninth full-time A.D. when 
Devaney steps down on Jan. 4, 1993. Devaney will become 
Athletic Director Emeritus. 

“Bill Byrne is prepared to respect Nebraska's traditions 
while bringing us somenew ideas of his own,” Spainer said. “His 
accomplishments in management, fund-raising, innovation, re- 
lations and leadership are obvious and will serve us well.’ 

In his tenure at Oregon, Byrne spearheaded a three-year 
construction project to build the $11 million Casanova Athletic 
Center, the home of the Ducks’ football team and the entire 
Athletic Department's offices. The project also included a new 
press box and sky suites at Autzen Stadium. The facility was 
financed through skybox and skysuite revenues, sale of sponsor 
seats and cash and gift-in-kind donations. 

Byrne served as president of the National Association of 
Collegiate Directors of Athletics (NACDA) in the 1991-92 aca- 
demic year, and is in his fourth year on that organization’s 
executive committee. He was also chairman of the Pacific-10 
Conference executive committee and was named national fund- 
raiser-of-the-year by the National Athletic Fund-Raisers Associa- 
tion. 

Born in Boston, Byrne grew up in Idaho and attended Idaho 
State University, where he was student body president. He 
received undergraduate and master’s degrees in business at the 
Pocatello school. 

He was assistant athletic director at San Diego State Univer- 
sity, executive director of the University of New Mexico Lobo 
Club and director of alumni relations at Idaho State before going 
to Oregon as associate athletic director in 1982. 

Byrne and his wife Marilyn, who was born in Ainsworth, 
Neb., have two sons, Bill, a 1992 graduate of Stanford University, 
and Greg, a junior at Oregon.

Will Shields, NU's starting right guard, wasnamed the Outland Trophy Winner on Sunday, Dec. 
6, Shields could not attend the ceremony in Ohio as he was returning from Tokyo, via Los Angeles, 
Shields became the fifth Cornhusker to win the Outland, joining Larry Jacobson (DT, 1971), Rich 
Glover (MG, 1972), Dave Rimington (center, 1981-82) and Dean Steinkuhler (OG, 1983). Rimington 
was a double winner, giving Nebraska six Outlands in the trophy case, more than any other school, 
Shields is a unanimous first-team All-American this season, being so-honored by Kodak, Walter 
Camp, UPI, AP and Football News. A Lombardi semifinalist and finalist for the Football News 
Offensive Player-of-the-Year, he is the only Big Eight player to be named to the first-team offense on 
each of the above All-America lists. Behind Shields, Nebraska continues to lead the Big Eight and the 
nation in rushing with 328.2 yards per game and 5.8 per carry. Nebraska wonits 10th NCAA rushing 
title with Shields and company atthe forefront. During Shields four years of playing with the varsity, 
Nebraska has won the NCAA rushing title three times with a 375.3 ypg average in 1989, a 353.2 
averagein 1991 and 328.2 ypgin 1992. In1990, Nebraska was second in rushing at 340.0. The Huskers 
rank second in scoring at 38.8 ppg and 11th in total offense at 438.2 ypg. Shields earned a vote on the 
AP Big EightOffensive Player-of-the-Year ballot, wasagain picked by Colorado Coach Bill McCartney 
as the offensive player he would like to build a team around and was a unanimous AP All-Big Eight 
pick. Shields is a three-time All-Big Eight pick joining 14 other Huskers who have earned that 
distinguished honor, a list which includes just one other offensive lineman-—-Outland and Lombardi 
winnet Dave Rimington (1980-81-82), Rimington, however, redshirted his freshman year due to 
injury. Shields is a true senior, the only Husker senior who has not redshirted, and yet will receive 
his degree in speech communications in May of 1993. This year, Shields expanded his role when his 
number came up on the infamous Husker "furbleroosky" against Colorado on Halloween. Just 
before the end of the second quarter against the No. 8 Buffaloes, NU quarterback Tommie Frazier 
faked a handoff to fullback Lance Lewis, as Shields picked up the ball left by Frazier on the turf and 
powered his way to the right on a third-and-4 play from the CU 21. It took a host of Buff defenders 
to bring down the senior All-American, but not before Shields got the first down and more, as he 
moved the ball 16 yards to the CU 5. It was Shield’s first career carry. However, the senior from 
Lawton, Okla., said "I'll stay in my regular position. I think I produce more there.”

Kodak All- Acnasicie Travia Hill waehariaed the olitstanding defensive playercf shegithe atthe 
Coca-Cola Bowl in Japan against Kansas State and was Nebraska's nominee for Big Eight Player-of- 
the-Week for the fourth time this season. Hill finished the yearas NU's leading tackler with 82 tackles 
(35 solo). He also led the team in sacks (6-46), tackles for loss (12-61) and fumbles caused (four). In 
addition, he recovered one fumble, broke up three passes, intercepted one and had 19 quarterback 
hurries with four interceptions caused. Hill finished his four-year career as NU's all-time 10th 
leading tackler with 221 (100 solo). He finished two tackles short of the NU career record in tackles 
for loss by position with 37.5 for 186.5 yards lost. He sacked opposing quarterbacks 16.5 times in his 
career for 123.5 yardsin losses. In addition, he broke up eight passes, had 54 quarterback hurries and 
seven interceptions caused, forced seven fumbles and recovered five. Hill wasone of 10 semifinalists 
for the 1992 Butkus Award, One of four Husker co-captains, Hill is a three-year starter for Nebraska 
and will graduate in December with a degree in consumer science. Coach Tom Osborne had this to 
say of Hill's abilities, "Travis has played awfully well for three years and I think he probably has a 
good chance of being a first-round draft pick. He's not quite as fast as Mike Croel (1991 NFL Rookie- 
of-the-Year, former Husker), but when you combine playing the run, options and passes, Travis is 
really excellent. He plays hard and is really an impressive player, Travis is really a true outside 
‘backer type who can doit all."

John Parrella has been the Huskers’ nominee for Big Eight defensive Player-of-the-Week three 
times this season. Parrella was named first-team All-Big Bight by both AP and the coaches. Parrella 
finished his senior season second on the team in tackles (77) had five sacks for 41-yards lost, 11.5 
tackles for 59 yards lost and led the team in quarterback hurries (23) with three interceptions caused. 
He also forced one fumble, recovered two and broke up three passes. 


Nebraska's true freshman quarterback led the Huskers to their ninth win of the season with a 179- 
yard, four TD total offense performance against Kansas State. Tommie Frazier is 5-1 asa starter and 
has accumulated 727 yards passing, 399 rushing and 1,126 yards in total offense with 17 touchdowns 
(seven rushing, 10 passing). He has either run or thrown for at least one touchdown in every game 
except the season-opener vs. Utah (eight consecutive games—did not play vs. Washington or Arizona 
State). Frazier is NU's fourth-leading rusher averaging 4.6 yards per carry and is second in total 
offense at 125.1 ypg. Against Oklahoma he threw his first and only interception of his career but not 
until Nebraska had set a school record with a streak of 24 quarters and five-straight games without 
a turnover (6.0 total games). He ranks second in the Big Eight in pass efficiency rating at 136.1, but 
does not have enough attempts to qualify nationally. Frazier is the first true freshman to play 
quarterback with the varsity since Steve Taylor in 1985. He is the first ever to start for Nebraska as 
a true freshman,

Foundation and College Football Hall of Fame, bettered the Nebraska career punting average of 41.50 
established by Jack Pesekin 1945-46-47 (62 punts, 2,573 yards). Stigge completed his four-year career 
with a 41.75 average on 167 punts for 6,973 yards in 41 games. He has landed 14 punts inside the 
opponents 20-yard line and has punted over 50 yards 14 times. Stigge has a 43.2 season average to 
rank 12th nationally, and is the primary reason NU is rated No. 1 in the nation in net punting with 
a41.7 average. Stiggeisa pre-veterinary medicine major, who owns a 3.536 cumulative grade-point 
average and plans to attend vet school in Manhattan, Kan., at Kansas State University. He is 
Nebraska's first, four-time Phillips 66 Academic All-Big Eight honoree and was named to the 
Hitachi/CFA Scholar-Athlete team for the second-consecutive year, is a three-time GTE All-District 
VII academic honor winner and a two-time GTE Academic All-American.

Three Huskers, all of whom have at least another year of competition remaining, are working their 
way up the Nebraska all-time career scoring chart. Jones has 176 to rankin a tie for No. 12. Brown 
has 144 points on 24 touchdowns to rank 18th on the NU all-time scoring chart. Junior place-kicker 
Byron Bennett has 151 points, with 97-101 PATs (31 consecutive made after miss vs, Oklahoma 
State), and 18 of 28 field goals. Among kickers, Bennett ranks fifth, overall, he is 16th. Bennett ranks 
fifth in PATs made, tied for fifth in field goals. Bennett hit a season-long 42-yard field goal to give 
Nebraska a 24-10 cushion in the third quarter against Kansas State. 


nas v\ mn as A erald Armstron eag MuUSKers: 
Tight ends William Washington and Gerald Armstrong are two major reasons why the Huskers 
lead thenationin rushing at 328,2 ypg. Washington has been called one of the the "best blocking tight 
end in the nation" since his freshman season. Washington earned first-team All-Big Eight honors as 
named by the Football News and was named an "Almost All-American" by the same publication. He 
has caught four passes for 15 yards and two touchdowns. Armstrong made the Husker history books, 
as wellas the Big Rightand NCAA annuals when he caughtsix passes for six consecutive touchdowns 
(set with two vs, Kansas), That mark tied the NCAA record and bettered the Husker record of five, 
He caught a touchdown passin seven of the 10 games he has played in (injured vs, lowa State) and 
tied the NU record for tight ends with seven TDs ina season (ties Junior Miller's seven in 1979; Todd 
Millikan's in 1988; and Johnny Mitchell's in 1990). He has caught a TD pass in three consecutive 
games, and is 7/8.on TDs/receptions for the year with one against Kansas not resulting in a score, 
Together, the two tight ends have caught 12 passes, of which nine (75 percent) have gone for scores. 
Another key figurein the Husker blocking game is senior wingback Vincent Hawkins. Hawkins has 
led the way on many of Brown and Jones jaunts and has 10 receptions for 137 yards and is looking 
for his first touchdown reception this season. Split end Corey Dixon grabbed a career-high five 
catches for 71 yards, including a diving 18-yard reception from Tommie Frazier for the first of three 
unanswered Husker touchdowns in the first half of the Kansas State game. On the season, Dixon 
caught 13 passes for a team-high 279 yards. He had a 21.5 yards per catch average and three scores. 


When Tyrone Hughes (senior, split end) ran out on the field at Missouri to join the Husker 
secondary, he became the first player at Nebraska to play both sides of the ballin thesame game, since 
|-back/linebacker Ben Gregory played both sidesin one gamein 1966. Hughesis one of three Huskers 
who rotate starting at split end (along with Corey Dixon and Trumane Bell). He is also the Huskers’ 
No, 1 punt and kickoff return man. Earlier this year he set Husker records for kickoff returns and 
yards and finished with 61 for 1,443 in his four-year career, 86 yards shy of the Big Eight record. He 
is a three-time Big Eight kickoff return champion. This season, Hughes was third in the conference 
inpuntreturns witha 10.8 average but had three longreturns called back due to penalties (a 40-yarder 
vs. Washington, a 60-yarder vs, Colorado and a 76-yard TD vs. Kansas State). Hughes began playing 
cornerback last year after breaking his wristin the Colorado game ona punt return and had to wear 
a cast for Nebraska's last three games. He sat out the Kansas and Iowa State games, then played 
cornerback vs. Oklahoma and returned kickoffs. He also played defense in the 1992 Orange Bowl vs. 
Miami, and had five tackles and two kickoff returns, but did not play both offense and defense in the 
same game until this season, against Missouri, Colorado and Kansas State. 


I-back Calvin Jones led the Big Eight and ranked 14th nationally in rushing with a 110.0 ypg 
average. Brown finished right behind him in the conference and 21st in the nation (101,1 ypg), SE 
Tyrone Hughes is 28th nationally, third in the Big Eight in punt returns (10.8 ypr) and with his three 
kickoff returns for 88 yards against Kansas State, moved up from second to first in the Big Eight in 
kickoff returns at 22.32 ypr. This was the third-consecutive year he has led the Big Eight in kickoff 
returns. Punter Mike Stigge finished 12th in the nation and third in the conference in punting (43.2). 
Jones was sixth in the nation and led the league in scoring for the second year at 8.2 ppg. Brown 
ranked 41st nationally and second in the conference in all-purpose yards with 116.3 ypg, while Jones 
was first in the league (124.7) and 33rd nationally. 


Huskers Hail From Florida: 

Four Huskers, including Nebraska's top two quarterbacks hail from the state of Florida, Starting 
quarterback Tommie Frazier is a true freshman from Bradenton, Fla (Manatee); while his backup, 
senior Mike Grant,is from Tampa (Brandon), Others from the stateinclude: reserve linebackers Matt 
Penland (junior, injured and out for season) and redshirt freshman Aaron Penland, Jacksonville 
(University Christian).

Year pick by both the Associated Press and ina 
vote of the conference coaches, whilel-back Derek 
Brown was the AP Big Eight Offensive Player- 
of-the-Year, and Calvin Jones, Brown's 
counterpart at I-back, was named the conference 
Player-of-the-Year by the coaches.

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A consensus All-American, Will Shields capped the 1992 honors list by becoming 
Nebraska’s fifth Outland Trophy winner, the sixth award to come to Nebraska over the 
years, more than enough to aid the school in leading the nation in number of Outlands 
per school. Other Huskers earning the Outland include Larry Jacobsen (1971), Rich 
Glover (1972), Dave Rimington (1981, 1982) and Dean Steinkuhler (1983), The Huskers' 
starting right guard, Shields is a superb technichian, combining speed, strength and 
intelligence. Colorado Coach Bill McCartney picked Shields two years ina row as the 
Big Eight player he would choose on offense to build a team around. Shields even 
received votes for the conference player-of-the-year in the AP poll, but conceded that 
honor to teammate Derek Brown. A unanimous All-Big Eight pick, Shields earned that 
honor three-consecutive years, joining a select few to do soas offensive linemen. Shields 
is the first Husker offensive lineman to become a three-time all-conference pick since 
Rimington (center, 1980-81-82). Shields earned All-America honors from Kodak, AP, 
UPI, Walter Camp and Football News. Shields received a once-in-a-lifetime chance to 
carry the ball as Nebraska resurrected the infamous “Fumbleroosky” vs. Colorado on 
Halloween night. It was just before the end of the second quarter and NU faced a third- 
and-four situation at the CU 37. Quarterback Tommie Frazier left the ball under center 
Jim Scott, as he and fullback Lance Lewis faked to opposite directions. Shields pickd up 
the ball and gained 16 yards fora Husker first down. Nebraska wenton to win the game 
52-7 against the No. 8 Buffaloes. Even asa freshman, Shields played in nine of NU‘s 11 
games and with him pulling the way, Nebraska earned three of the last four NCAA 
rushing titles including this season with a 328.2 ypg average. Husker offensive line 
coach Milt Tenopir said, “Shields is definitely one of the best we've had around here in 
the 19 years I've been here. He's a complete player, not one-dimensional and it's very 
hard to find those." Shields is known for his ability to get out in front of the action, 
leading the way for the Husker "We-backs” and company. Tenopir said, "Theonly thing 
we wonder aboutis that he thinks he’s a sprinter. He feels the need to lead the running 
backs all the way down the field. And a good part of the time, he’s right there in front 
of those guys, knocking people down.” Shields, in fact, led the team in “pancakes,” 
(knockdowns). Coach Osborne said, "Will has remarkable agility and speed. He has 
great feet and is a fine pass-blocker, great run-blocker and he pulls very well. He's also 
a very intelligent player, he played as a true freshman here which is very difficult to do 
on the offensive line. In four-straight years, he's probably done as muchasany offensive 
lineman we've ever had." The first scholarship player to ever play for Nebraska from 
the state of Oklahoma, Shields is the only Husker senior to not have redshirted, yet, he 
will graduate in May with a degree in speech communications. (For more information 
on Will Shields, please see page 52 of the 1992 Nebraska media guide).

One of Nebraska’s most-talented athletes on defense, Hill combined his strength and 
speed to earn first-team Kodak All-America honors in 1992. He was one of ten to be 
named a semifinalist for the annual Butkus Award and joined the ranks of Mike Croel 
(Denver Broncos), Broderick Thomas (Tampa Bay Buccaneers) and Jeff Mills (Denver) 
as one ina long line of nationally-acclaimed outside linebackers for Nebraska. Hill led 
the team in tackles (82), solo tackles (35), sacks (6-46), tackles for loss (12-61) and fumbles 
forced (four) this season. He also recovered one fumble, broke up three passes, and 
picked off his first career interception against No. 8 Colorado, on the first play of the 
game. He hada career-high 13 tackles vs. then No, 2 Washington in the Huskers’ third 
game this season; he recorded 11 tackles vs. Missouri witha sack and two tackles for loss 
and ended Missouri's last attempt to score witha sack and a fumble caused; he had five 
tackles vs. the Buffaloes, a nine-yard sack, a fumble caused and recovered and was 
named the Sporting News Player-of-the-Week for his efforts; against Oklahoma, he 
sacked Gundy in the end zone fora safety and had eight tackles; and he had no less than 
eight tackles in the Huskers’ last four games. Four times this year he was NU’snominee 
for Big Eight Player-of-the-Week (vs. Utah, Washington, Missouri and Kansas State). 
He earned the conference honor and was the Coca-Cola Bowl Most Outstanding 
Defensive Player-of-the-Game against Kansas State to end the season in Tokyo. Inhis 
four-year career, Hill finished with 221 tackles (100 solo) to rank 10th on the all-time 
school list. He sacked opposing quarterbacks 16.5 times in his career for 123.5 yards in 
losses and recorded 37.5 tackles for 186.5 yards in losses (two off from school position 
record). In addition, he caused seven fumbles, recovered five, broke up eight passes, 
hurried the quarterback 54 times and caused seven interceptions. He hasn’t missed a 
single game in his career, including three bowl games to date, and has started all 33 
regular-season games the past three years. Coach Osborne said, "Travis is a great 
competitor. He plays sideline to sideline, isa great pass rusher, plays the run very well 
and we think is very, very consistent. Travis is really a true 'backer type who can do it 
all." Earlier this year, Hill was listed by the National Football Scouting Comgine as the 
No. 6 senior available for the NFL draft.

Carrying the load alone for the first time this season, Jones was the unanimous Big Eight Player- 
of-the-Week for the third time this year, as he led all rushers with a season-high 186 yards ona career- 
high 30 carries, a 6.2 ypa average and one touchdown in the Huskers’ season-finale vs. Kansas State 
in Tokyo. He also caught a career-high five passes for 41 yards, to become the first Husker running 
back to lead the team in receptions since Jeff Kinney (halfback) led the team with 41 in 1969, Jones 
tied for the team lead with split end Trumane Bell with 14 catches for 162 yards and one TD. Jones 
became the first Husker and the second in the conference (joining Oklahoma State's Thurman 
Thomas) to reach 2,000 before the end of his sophomore year. He entered the Kansas State game 76 
yards short of that mark and with the 186 vs. the Wildcats, has 1,210 on the season (7.2 ypa, 110.0 ypg 
torank No. 14 in the nation), and 2,110 in his two-year career (7.82 ypa, 105.5 ypg, 28 TDs). Jones had 
900 as aredshirted freshman last season, Jones played the entire game for the first time this season, 
as he was alternating with junior I-back Derek Brown, Brown missed the KSU game witha separated 
shoulder suffered ys. Oklahoma (should return for bow! game). Jones also led the Huskers in scoring 
with 8.2 ppgand became the first player in Big Eight history tolead the teamin scoring as a freshman 
and asophomore (last year averaged 8.4 ppg). Both Brown and Jones passed the 1,000-yards rushing 
mark for the season against Oklahoma, Brown finished the game and season with 1,011 yards. Jones 
finished with 1,210 yards on the season, to register the fourth-best sophomore rushing season in 
school history. He moved up from 17th to 14th on the NU all-time rushing list with2,110 yards. He 
also led the Big Eight in all-purpose yards with 124.7 per game.

No two Huskers have ever rushed for 1,000 yardsin the same season,,,until the Husker "We-backs" 
came on thescene. Both Jones and Brown hit the 1,000 mark in the Huskers’ second-to-last game of 
the season against Oklahoma. Only three other Big Eight pairs haverushed for 1,000 yardsin thesame 
season, including Oklahoma's Greg Pruitt (1,665) and Jack Mildren (1,140) in 1971; and Joe Washing- 
ton (1,173) and Waymon Clark (1,014) in 1973 and most recently Colorado's Darian Hagan (1,004) and 
J.J. Flannigan (1,187) in 1989. In Division I-A, 21 pairs (including Brown and Jones) have achieved 
the feat over the years, but other than Brown and Jones, only one other pair split time at the same 
position--James Betterson (1,082) and Mike Voight (1,033) of North Carolina in 1974. Brown became 
just the fifth Husker to record two, 1,000-yard seasons consecutively as he led the Huskers last year 
with 1,313 as a sophomore, then rushed for 1,011 in 10 games this season. He joins Jarvis 
Redwine,1980 and 1981; Heisman Trophy winner Mike Rozier, 1982 and 1983; Doug DuBose 1984 
and 1985; and Ken Clark, 1988 and 1989 as the only Huskers to record back-to-back 1,000-yard 
seasons. In the Huskers' third drive of the third quarter at Oklahoma, Brown burst out for a 43-yard 
gain tothe OU 7-yard line to gain his 1,000 yards, but on the tackle, he separated his left shoulder. The 
long gainer gave him 1,011 yards on the season, He did not play against Kansas State, but is expected 
to play against Florida State in the Orange Bowl. Asa freshman in 1990, Brown was on his way to 
Big Eight Newcomer-of-the-Year honors when he separated his right shoulder onavery similar play 
vs. lowa State. He missed two games but was able to return to play against Oklahoma three weeks 
later. On his second 1,000-yard season, Brown said, "It's nice, but what can you really say about it? 
All the credit should go to the line." 

Jones entered the Oklahoma game with 887 yards, had 11 carries for 68 yards in the first half, then 
continued where Brown left off, He became the 12th Husker to rush for 1,000 yards in a season (17 
times total), the sixth as a sophomore, when on the first carry of NU's second drive of the fourth 
quarter, he broke a 12-yard gainer ona draw play to give him 1,011 yards, ironically, exactly thesame 
as Brown's total for the day. Jones would finish as the ABC Chevrolet Player-of-the-Game with 137 
yards on22 carriesand two touchdowns. He finished the year with 1,210 yards rushing on 168 carries 
(7.2 ypg, 110.0 ypg) and 15 touchdowns (14 rushing) for an 8.2 point-per-game average which leads 
the Big Eight. He is the first Big Eight player to ever lead the conference in scoring consecutive years 
asa freshmanand asophomore. Heis theseventh player in league history tolead the leagueinscoring 
in back-to-back years, and the first in 10 years (most recently Mike Rozier in 1983-84, the only other 
Husker on the seven-man list). Jones and Brown both rank in the top 25 among Division I-A rushers 
as Jones is 14th at 110.0 and Brown is 21st at 101.5 ypg. No other school has two backs in the top 25.

On the season, at least one of the Husker "We-backs" has rushed for 100 yards in nine of NU's 11 
games. If you add together the production of the "We-backs," the dynamic duo has totaled 2,221 yards 
and 18 TDs on 337 carries this season, That's an average of 201.91 yards per game and 6.59 yards 
percarry. Together, they have helped Nebraskarank No. 1 inrushing since the first game this season. 
Brown remains fourth on the NU all-time career rushing chart with 2,699 yards, while Jones is No, 
14 with 2,110 yards. Jones had the fourth-best NU sophomore rushing season with 1,210 yards 
(Brown had the second-best for a sophomore last year at 1,313), while Brown has the sixth-best 
rushing season fora junior with 1,011. Last month, Jones wasnamed Second-Team All-America by 
Football News, even though he has onlystarted three games this season and was named the Big Eight 
Offensive Player-of-the-Year, while Derek got thenod for AP Big Eight Offensive Player-of- the-Year. 
Brown was also a Doak Walker Award Candidate (bestjunior or senior running back) and Jones was 
listed as the No. 6 candidate for the Heisman Trophy according to Football News.

Brown reached the 2,000- yard career plateau in Nebraska's third game this season vs. Washington

on Sept. 19 to become the 14th Nebraska player and the 69th in the Big Eight Conference to rush for 
2,000 yards, and he hasa year remaining. He has 2,699 in his career. He is just the fourth Husker 
player to reach the 2,000 level as a junior, joining Mike Rozier, Doug DuBose and I.M. Hipp. He 
achieved the mark in 22 games (IM. Hipp hit 2,000 at 18 games, the fewest number of games for any 
NU 2,000 rusher). Meanwhile, Jones reached the 2,000-yard plateau with his 15th carry in the 
Huskers’ final regular-season game vs. Kansas State in Tokyo, to posta2,110 careerrushing markand 
became the first Husker todosoasasophomore. The Kansas State game was Jones’ 21stin his career 
and while he didn't beat Hipp to 2,000 yards in terms of games played, he did reach the mark in the 
fewest number of carries. That school mark was held by Jarvis Redwine who reached the2,000 mark 
in 280 carries, but Jones reached 2,000 in 262 carries with an 11-yard carry on the first play of 
Nebraska's third drive of the second quarter. The carry gave him 17-81 on the day and 262-2,005 in 
his career, a 7.65 per carry average. Brown and Jones became the third at Nebraska and the eighth 
in the Big Eight to have rushed for 2,000 yards in their careers while both are still playing. The two 
Husker pairs include Jeff Smith (2,014 in 1980-84) and Doug DuBose (2,250 in 1984-85); and Mike 
Rozier (4,837 in 1981-83) and Roger Craig (2,493 in 1979-82). Both Jones and Brown have a year 
remaining, assuming each gains 1,000 next year, they would rank No, 2 and No. 3 on the NU all-time 
rushing chart behind Mike Rozier's school-record 4,780, (Brown would have 3,699 and Jones 3,110 
at the end of his junior season). 


The best running back tandem in the Big Eight, ifnot the best “dynamic duo” in the nation, Brown 
and Jones combined for 2,221 yards in 1992 and 2,213 yards in 1991, the third- and fourth-best one- 
two I-back punch in NU history behind the 2,587 of Heisman Trophy winner Mike Rozier, IB (2,148) 
and Jeff Smith, 1B (439) in 1983 and the pair's 2,258 in 1982 (Rozier-1689, Smith-569). The”“We-backs” 
of Brown and Jones have often been compared with the Rozier-Roger Craig tandem. Rozier and Craig 
were both [-backs in 1981 when Craig, a junior, rushed for 1,060 yards and Rozier, a sophomore, 
tallied 923 yards. Craig switched to fullback for his senior season (1982) until a variety of injuries 
nixed the early-season experiment to get the twosome in the same backfield. Rozier went on to rush 
for 1,689 yardsin 1982 (Craig had 586 in 1982 as a senior FB) and 2,148 in his Heisman season of 1983, 
the school’s best two individual rushing seasons. 1981 was the only season the two standouts played 
the entire season at the same position, as are Brown and Jones this season and last. Below is a 
comparison of the junior /sophomore seasons, respectively, of Craig and Rozier, last year’s sopho- 
more/ freshman seasons, respectively, of Brown and Jones and this year's totals for the "We-backs.”

The "We-backs" of Nebraska out-rushed the nation's individual leader, San Diego State's Marshall 
Faulk, by 39 yards per game and 0.39 yards per carry. Jones and Brown, the only pair from the same 
school to rank in the nation's top 25, are No. 14 and No. 21, respectively, and both average over 100 
yards per game at 110.0 and 101.1. The top five averaged 23 attempts per game, while Brown 
averaged 17 and Jones 15. Faulk, by comparison, got the ball an average of 27 times per game. Here's 
how the "We-backs" combined totals compare with the nation's top five in 1992:

Plowing the way for Jones and Brownisan often-overlooked fifth-year senior named Lance Lewis. 
He has the best average per carry on the team at 7.8 yards per clip and is an excellent blocker, largely 
responsible for the "We-backs" success. He has 482 yards on 62 carries and five touchdowns, 
averaging 43.8 ypg. Osborne said, "He's not forgotten by me. When yousay we have two great backs, 
we really have three. And I think they can play for anybody, Lance is a great player. He's playing, 
by far, the best football he's played. This year his blocking is exceptional, His running ismuch more 
instinctive.” Ifthatisn'thigh enough praise, Osborne continued, "This year heremindsmea lot of Tom 
Rathmanin Rathman'ssenior year.” Rathman, of course, was the Huskers’ fullback from 1983-85 and 
wore the same number (26) as Lewis, Heis currently an all-pro back for the San Francisco 49ers and 
finished his NU career with 1,425 yards on 220 carries, a 6.48 yards per carry average, four yards in 
losses and 12 touchdowns, He currently ranks 23rd on the NU all-time rushing list. Lewis, 
meanwhile, rushed for 1,008 yards on 163 carries (6.18 ypa average), four yards lost and six TDs. 
Lewis eclipsed the 1,000 yard career mark against Kansas State, the same game in which teammate 
Calvin Jones passed 2,000 yards for his career. He ranks 38th on the NU all-time rushing list.

One half of the best running back tandem in the nation in 1992, Derek Brown backed up 
a stellar sophomore All-America year with his second 1,000-yard rushing season in 
1992. He reached the 1,000-yard mark on the same play which prematurely ended the 
regular season for Brown with one game remaining. He separated his right shoulder on 
a 43-yard run against Oklahoma (Nov, 27) and missed the Huskers’ season-finale vs. 
Kansas State in Tokyo, but finished the season with 1,011 yards. He should be able to 
see action in the Jan. 1 bowl game. Brownand Jones alternated starting roles the first four 
games of the season, then Brown became the Husker starter until the separated shoulder 
kept him out of the final A ani Brown started eight games but finished the season with 
just one more attempt than Jones as they shared time in every game and alternated 
quarters. Together they rushed for 2,221 yards, a 6.59 ypa average, 201.91 yards per 
game average and 18 touchdowns, their combined average would have led the nation, 
and more than-qualified for All-America as well as Heisman honors. Brown reached 
another milestone early on in the season as he became the 14th Nebraska player and the 
69thin the Big Eight Conference to rush for 2,000 yards, hereached thatmark in22 games 
and 458 carries as he passed that plateau in the Sept. 19 game vs. then-No. 2 Washington. 
He now ranks No. 4 on the NU all-time rushing chart with 2,699 yards. Brown remains 
2,087 yards off the Husker school record of 4,780 set by Heisman Trophy winner Mike 
Rozier (1981-83). Brown became only the fifth Husker to post back-to-back 1,000-yard 
seasons as he rushed for 1,313 as. a sophomore in 1991, No Husker has ever posted three 
1,000-yard seasons but Brown will have the opportunity to do soin 1993. In 10 games 
in 1992, Brownhad 1,011 yards rushing on 169 carries fora 6.0 average per attemptand 
101.1 yards per game with four touchdowns. He ranked 21stnationally and second in 
the Big Eight behind teammate and “We-back” counterpart Calvin Jones. He was 
Nebraska’s third-leading receiver with 13 catches for 148 yards (11.4 per reception). He 
was second on the team in all-purpose yards with 115.9 per game, ranked second in the 
Big Eightand 41stin Divison]-A. Asa pair, Brownand Jones are the only two backs from 
the same school to rank in the top 25 the same year; the only two backs at Nebraska to 
rush for 1,000 yards in the same season; the fourth Big Eight pair to do so; the21stNCAA 
Division I pair to rush for 1,000 yards in the same season and just the second to do so 
while playing the same position; they are just the third Husker pair to rush for 2,000 
yards while playing together; the eighth Big Eight pair to accomplish that feat while 
overlapping careers. Brown and Jones certainly earned the respect of the Big Eight 
coaches. When they were asked which Big Eight player they would pick to build a team 
aroundall butonesaid either Jones or Brown. (See more on”We-backs” combined stats 
on pages 30-31). Brown was Nebraska’s nominee for Big Eight Player-of-the-Week three 
times in 1992 (vs. Middle Tennessee, Washington along with Jones, and vs. Missouri). 
He had a season-high 154 yards and two touchdowns vs. Middle Tennesse State while 
his career high remains 175 yards in the 1991 season-opener vs. Utah State. Brown 
rushed for over 100-yards in a game four times in 1992 (105 vs. Utah, 154 vs, Middle 
Tennessee, 148 vs. Missouri, 156 vs. Kansas), and 13 times in his career including seven- 
consecutive games to begin the 1991 season. He ranks 18th on the NU all-time career 
scoring chart with 144 points including four rushing touchdowns this season, Brown 
was a unanimous All-Big Eight choice, and was named the AP Big Eight Offensive 
Player-of-the-Year and honorable-mention All-American by UPI. Brown has 28 catches 
to rank No. 48 on the NU all-time receivers list, but among running backs.

Calvin Jones made history and set the tone for the future as he became theonly Nebraska 
rusher to gain 2,000 yards before the end of his sophomore season. He joins Oklahoma 
State's Thurman Thomas (1985) as the only two in the Big Eight Conference to reach the 
2,000 mark as a sophomore. He accomplished the feat in the final regular-season game 
against Kansas State in the Coca-Cola Bowl in Tokyo when he started in place of the 
injured Derek Brown and rushed for a season-high 186 yards, He will enter his junior 
seasonnext year with 2,110 yards and eventually could reach the unreachable--Heisman 
Trophy winner Mike Rozier's NU and Big Eight record 4,780 yards rushing. Jones and 
Brown were an unstoppable one-two punch for the Huskers as they led NU to the 1992 
rushing title with an average 328.2 yard per game. The pair set another school first as 
they were the only running back combo to each rush for 1,000 in the same season, and 
at the same position—I-back. Jones and Brown alternated starts the first four games, 
with Jones starting the Middle Tennessee State and Arizona State games, then Brown 
started thenextsix untila separated shoulder gave Jones the full load to tow against KSU 
in the last game of the season. Except for that final game, Jones never played more than 
two quarters, yet rushed for 1,210 yards on the season (110.0 ypg, 7.20 ypa) with 14 
touchdowns to rank 14th and eighth in the nation in rushing and scoring, respectively. 
He recorded seven 100-yard rushing days in 1992 (has 10 in his career) and two of his 
best days were off the bench with 176 vs. Oklahoma State (on seven carries, 25.1 ypa) and 
137 against Oklahoma. Jones tied for the team lead with splitend Trumane Bell with 14 
catches for 162 yards and one TD, the first running back to lead a Husker team in 
receiving since Jeff Kinney in 1969. His receiving totals were aided by a career-high five 
catches for 41 yards against Kansas State. Jones also became the first player to lead the 
conference in scoring as both a freshman and a sophomore. Last year he averaged 8,4 
points per game, and this year he scored 15 times for an 8.2 average. In his career, he 
has scored 176 points to rank ina tie for No. 12 on NU charts. Jones led the team and 
the Big Eightinall-purpose yards as well witha 124.7 ypg average. He wasa unanimous 
All-Big Eight pick at running back (along with Brown) and while Brown earned the Big 
Eight Offensive Player-of-the-Yearaward from the AP, the conference coaches voted for 
Jones. He was a second-team All-American by Football News and earned honorable- 
mention honors from UPI. He was Nebraska's nominee for Big Eight Player-of-the- 
Week five times and earned the honor three times for his efforts in the Oklahoma State, 
Oklahoma and Kansas State games. Brown and Jones are sucha dangerous combination 
and so equally-talented that when the Big Eight coaches were asked which Big Eight 
player they would pick to build a team around all but one said either Jones or Brown. 
Together the "We-backs" rushed for 2,221 yards, a 6.59 ypa average, 201.91 yards per 
game average and 18 touchdowns, their combined average would have led the nation, 
and more than-qualified for All-America as well as Heisman honors, Asa pair, Brown 
and Jones are the only two backs from the same school to rank in the top 25 the same year; 
the only two backs at Nebraska to rush for 1,000 yards in the same season; the fourth Big 
Eight pair to do so; the 21st NCAA Division I pair to rush for 1,000 yards in the same 
season and just thesecond to do so while playing the same position; they are just the third 
Husker pair to rush for 2,000 yards while playing together; the eighth Big Eight pair to 
accomplish that feat while overlapping careers. (See more on “We-backs” combined 
stats on pages 30-31). Asa freshman in 1991, Jones rushed for an even 900 yards on 108 
carries (7,82 ypa) and 14 TDs and was named the Big Eight Offensive Newcomer-of-the- 
Year. Heseta school and Big Eight record with 294 yards rushing and six TDs vs, Kansas. 
In the 1992 Orange Bowl, he was Nebraska's leading rusher, with 69 yards on 15 carries.

Started every game at right outside linebacker and along with 
All-American Travis Hill and David White, Alberts and com- 
pany make outside linebacker one of the strongest and most 
talent-laden positions on the Nebraska defense in 1992. Earned 
first-team All-Big Eight honors by the coaches, second-team by 
the AP. Named by ISU Coach Jim Waldenas one of two Big Eight 
defensive players he would choose to build a team around. Was 
Nebraska’s nominee for Big Eight Defensive-Player-of-the-Week 
twice, against Middle Tennessee State when he had three tackles 
for 15-yards lost including two sacks and a fumble caused on six 
tackles, and against Kansas when he had eight tackles (five solo) 
two tackles for 8-yards lost and four quarterback hurries.

One of the hardest hitters on the Husker team, Anderson started 
every game at weak-side linebacker in 1991, replacing two-time 
All-Big Eight pick Pat Tyrance, but he moved to strong-side 
‘backer in 1992 and started every game except Missouri when he 
sat out witha knee injury. He had his right knee scoped after the 
Oklahoma State game (Oct. 20, not the same knee he injured 
before the Washington game) missed the Missouri game but 
returned to start against Colorado. Anderson recorded a career- 
high 15 tackles vs. Jowa State (four solo). Despite being ham- 
pered by injuries, he finished the season with 56 tackles, he had 
four tackles for 15-yards lost, including one 8-yard sack against 
Kansas State.

A lettered reserve in 1991, Gerald Armstrong (Gerald is pro- 
nounced witha soft "G" as in Gary) not only assumed a vital role 
on the 1992 squad, but put his name in the Nebraska, Big Eight 
and NCAA record booksas well. Itall beganin the fourth quarter 
of NU's first game against Utah, when he caught an 11-yard pass 
from Mike Grant fora touchdown, his first in both categories. He 
caught a 7-yard pass for a score in the Arizona State game from 
Grant; and an 8-yarder from Tommie Frazier vs. Oklahoma State. 
After no receptions in the Missouri game, Armstrong scored on 
a 5-yard pass against then-No. 8 Colorado and the streak was 
beginning to take form. A personal-best 36-yard reception from 
Frazier opened the scoring against then-No. 13 Kansas, followed 
by an 11-yard pass for the score to give Nebraska a 14-0 lead early 
in the second quarter. The six consecutive receptions for touch- 
downs set a Nebraska and Big Eight record and tied the NCAA 
record (with Carlos Carson of Louisiana State in 1977). Later in 
the game against the Jayhawks, Armstrong caughta 13-yard pass 
at mid-field and did not score. He would finish the day witha 
career-high three catches for 60 yards. For his efforts he was 
Nebraska's nominee for Big Eight Player-of-the-Week. In the 
same game, however, he suffered a slight knee strain and did not 
make the trip to lowa State. He came backand started the last two 
games, however, along with fellow tight end William Washing- 
ton when Nebraska opened witha two-tight end set. He caught 
his seventh TD pass (24 yards) against Oklahoma. The seven 
touchdown receptions on the season tied the Nebraska tight end 
record (along with Junior Miller, 1979; Todd Millikan, 1988; and 
Johnny Mitchell, 1990). Armstrong had the best touchdown 
reception rate in the Big Eight among receivers and second only 
in total to Colorado's Michael Westbrook's eight scores by recep- 
tion.

Tommie Frazier came to Nebraska in August of 1992, Now after 
five short months of learning and gaining experience, he is set to 
lead the Big Eight Champion Huskers against Florida State in the 
Orange Bowl in his native state. Frazier is the first true freshman 

lay quarterback for the Husker varsity since Steve Taylor in 
1985. He is the first quarterback ever to start for Nebraska as a 
true freshman. Frazier led the Huskers to a 5-1 record asa starter 
and on the season played in nine games and accumulated 727 
yards passing, 399 rushing and 1,126 yards in total offense with 
17 touchdowns (seven rushing, 10 passing). He has either run or 
thrown for at least one touchdown in every game except the 
season- pene vs. Utah (eight consecutive games).

Overlooked all too often in the light of the "We-backs" is senior 
fullback Lance Lewis. Lewis has the best average per carry on the 
team at 7.8 yards per clip and is an excellent blocker. On the 
season, he has 482 yards on 62 carries (7.8 ypa) and five touch- 
downs as he averages 43.8 ypg. Coach Tom Osborne said, "He's 
not forgotten by me. When you say we have two great backs, we 
really have three. And I think they can play for anybody. Lance 
isa great player. He's playing, by far, the best football he's played. 
This year his blocking is exceptional. His running is much more 
instinctive. He reminds mea lot of Tom Rathman in Rathman's 
senior year." Rathman, of course, was the Huskers' fullback from 
1983-85 and is currently an all-pro back for the San Francisco 
49ers. Rathman (who also wore No. 26) finished his Husker 
career with 1,425 yards on 220 carries, a 6.48 yards per carry 
average, four yards in losses and 12 touchdowns. Lewis, mean- 
while, has rushed for 1,008 yards on 163 carries in his four-year 
career (6.18 ypa average), with just four yards lost and six 
touchdowns. Lewis eclipsed the 1,000-yard career mark against 
Kansas State in the last game of the season, the same game in 
which Calvin Jones reached 2,000 career yards, Lewis ranks 38th 
on the NU all-time rushing list. He also had one reception this 
season, a 15-yard touchdown against Iowa State. The play was 
deemed the CNN Play-of-the-Day as Frazier scrambled one way, 
then the other before connecting with Lewis. Five times this year 
Lewis had runs of over 25 yards, four of them were touchdowns 
including a career-long 57-yard TD vs. Utah, a 42-yard score vs. 
Middle Tennessee State, a 50-yard TD vs. Arizona State, a 34-yard 
scoring jaunt vs. Colorado and a 34-yard non-scoring run vs. 
Kansas. Lewis had a career-high 85 yards against Utah. He had 
an excellent game blocking against CU and rushed for 62 yards 
and was Nebraska's nominee for Big Eight Player-of-the-Week. 
After scoring just one touchdown in his career, Lewis scored six 
times times this season (five rushing).

On the field, senior punter Mike Stigge set a Nebraska career 
record witha 41.75 average on 62 punts, off the field, Stigge won 
every academic award available includuding an $18,000 fellow- 
ship award from the National Football Foundation and College 
Football Hall of Fameso thathe may continuehis academic career 
in veterinary medicine at Kansas State University. Stigge (and 
teammate Tyrone Byrd) is Nebraska's first four-year starter since 
punter-kicker Kevin Seibel (1979-80-81-82), he is also NU's first 
four-time first-team academic All-Big Eight winner and one of 
seven two-time academic All-Americans (by GTE and CFA/ 
Hitachi). He is still up for Today's Top Six and NCAA post- 
graduate scholarship awards. Nebraska's best punter in history, 
Stigge was first-team All-Big Eight last year with a 42.03 average, 
(second in the Big Eight behind Dan Eichloff at 42.33), but this 
year faced even stiffer competition as the Big Eight had a host of 
talented punters including Colorado's Mitch Berger (47.04) and 
Kansas State All-American Sean Snyder (44.65). Stigge finished 
third in the Big Eight and 12th nationally with a career-best 43.2 
average. Stigge hit a school-record 87-yard punt against Okla- 
homa State and a personal-best average for a single game at 50.8. 
He also hit three over 60 yards with a 65 yarder vs. Arizona State 
and 61-yard punts vs. Colorado and Iowa State. Heaveraged 43.4 
witha long punt of 52 yards vs. Washington and was Nebraska's 
ESPN Student-of-the-Game. In his career, he bettered the Ne- 
braska career punting average of 41.50 established by Jack Pesek 
in 1945-46-47 (62 punts, 2,573 yards). Stigge completed his four- 
year career with a 41.75 average on 167 punts for 6,973 yards in 
41 games and booted Nebraska to a first-place ranking in net 
punting at 41.7.

Senior Tight end William Washington is one major reason why 
the Huskers lead the nation in rushing at 328.2 yards per game.

NU QB up to task

Any questions? 

How about the answers quarter- 
back Mike Grant gave in passing for 
two touchdowns and running for two 
more in Nebraska's 49-22 football vie 
tory over Utah Saturday at Memorial 
Stadium? 

“There's a lot of doubters coming 
into the stadium, but I've seen Mike 
for a Jong time. and he's won the job 
three times,” Nebraska Coach Tom 
Osborne said. "And you don't win the 
job three times without being a good 
player.” 

Grant showed poise and polish in 
leading the Cornhuskers toa 42-0 lead 
with 9:42 left in the third quarter. He 
hit 12 of 23 passes for 114 yards and 
rushed five times for 63 yards. He also 
had one would-be 25-yard touchdown 
pass dropped in the end zone and an- 
other would-be 35-yard touchdown 
pass called back on an ineligible re- 
ceiver penalty. 

Redshirt in '91 

The fifth-year senior, the starting 
quarterback part of 1990 who sat out 
Jast year, calmly selected from the 
wide array of Nebraska offensive 
weapons to slice up the Utes’ defense. 

"Things were flowing for me,~ he 
said. “Audibles were flowing. Recog- 
nizing the defenses. I had confidence 
we could take it every lime. I think 
the players had confidence in me, 
yelling, ‘Let's go. Let's go.'" 

Nebraska's defense had the same 
confidence, said outside linebacker 
Trev Alberts. 

“We were flying around, having 
fun,” Alberts said. “We've got poten- 
tial to be a great team, and we 
wanted to show that, We showed a lot 
of pass pressure, and we played some 
good football. 

“But you have to remember, we've 
been practicing against a pretty top 
offense the last three weeks, Nobody 
we're going to face is going to be 
much better than our offense.” 

Senior fullback Lance Lewis 
gunned the NU offensive engine when 


he blasted through the middle of the 
line on a short-dive play for a 57-yard 
touchdown run with the game less 
than four minutes old. 

‘Big key’ 

“Lance's run was a big key for us,” 
Grant said. “After that, everything 
happened good for us. We were into 
winning the game not just the battle 
anymore. 

“After that. 1 felt like we could have 
run all over them all day. We did. But 
we also passed it enough to make me 
and the fans happy, too.” 

After the Nebraska defense stifled 
the Utah offense, as it did throughout 
the first half, Grant drove the team to 
the Ute 26-yard line. Nebraska I-back 
Derek Brown broke loose around the 
right end, leaped over defensive back 
Sam Rhodes at the 16-yard line and 
raced into the end zone. 

Utah's offense was quickly dis- 
missed again with back-to-back sacks 
by Dayid Noonan and John Parrella, 
and one by Travis Hill Utah, with 11 
returning starters on offense, had the 
ball long enough to pick up 2 yards 
rushing and 22 yards passing in the 
first quarter. 

Once-the Utes got a first down, Ty- 
rohe Byrd, Steve Carmer and John 
Reece each intercepted a pass to 
smother any hopes of coming back. 

Nebraska wasn't perfect on offense 
and defense, but it was close. 

Two Grant passes were dropped on 
the next drive. He didn't rattle. After 
a string of successful runs by wing- 
back Vincent Hawkins, Brown, Lewis 
and Brown again, Grant scored on 8 
16-yard keeper around the right side 
to cap Nebraska's longest-lasting 
scoring drive — 2 minutes, 14 seconds 
— and give the Cornhuskers a 21-0 
lead with 47 seconds left in the first 
quarter, 


‘A lot to prove’ 

“Mike said he'd show what he can 
do,” Brown said. “He had a lot to 
prove, and he really did with some 
good passing and some great running. 
He showed a little speed I didn't know 
about, too.” 


One minute later, Grant hit Abdul 
Muhammad on a 15-yard pass and ran 
for 19 yards on a bootleg around the 
right to set up a 6-yard touchdown run 
by Andre McDuffy with 13: left in 
the first half. 

Six minutes later, Grant lofted a 
soft pass to I-back Calvin Jones for a 
1¢-yard touchdown. 

Grant was elated and relieved. 

“I think my teammates already 
had confidence in me,” he said. “It 
was maybe the outsiders, the fans and 
whatnot who were a little skeptical 
about what Mike Grant can do. ‘He's 
been here before, and what's he going 
to do now?’ I hope I can change their 
minds and they can have confidence 
in me. 

“This was just one game. But I 
hope they're on my side now.” 

Grant hit 3 of 4 passes for 34 yards, 
and Jones broke loose on a 23-yard 
pitch play to set up Grant's 6-yard 
touchdown run in the third quarter 
before Utah could score. 

Corey Dixon, who had two catches 
for 33 yards on the drive, said Grant 
was completely in charge. 

“You could look in his eyes and 
know he was going to get the job done 
right,” Dixon said. 


Finished scoring 

Before giving way to competitors 
for the starting quarterback job, 
Grant finished Nebraska's scoring 
with an 11-yard touchdown pass to re- 
serve tight end Gerald Armstrong 
early in the fourth quarter. 

“Grant played well," Osborne said. 
“We got things done. We ran the ball 
well. We could have run it more and 
probably won by a larger margin — 
shorten the game and hold onto the 
ball But we needed to work on the 
passing.” 

Osborne said he saw tome room for 
improvement. 

“Missed a couple of passes, but the 
performance was solid,” he said. “You 
can see why the quarterbacks lined 
up like they did. Grant can throw, and 
he played well. 

“He can play better. There were a 
few times where we either missed a 
chance or dropped the ball (four 
times), ran the wrong pattern. To win 
a lot of football games, you are going 
to have to throw it and catch it. Grant 
can throw it, and we can catch it.

SEATTLE — A year later, a num- 
ber of Nebraska offensive gambles 
later and a much later football game. 

But a noisy capacity crowd, a num- 
ber of mistakes and a steady Wash- 
ington effort were all the mattered. 

The result was the same a year 
later as No. 2 Washington defeated 
Nebraska 29-14 Saturday night before 
the sixth-largest crowd at Husky Sta- 
dium. A year ago, Washington won 36- 
21 in Lincoln. 

“We played better defensively than 
when we collapsed in the fourth quar- 
ter," NU Coach Tom Osborne said. 
“This year, the turnovers made the 
difference.” 


More evenly 

Nebraska also played the Huskies 
more evenly on offense this time 
around, gaining 309 yards to 335 for 
Washington, which had 618 a year ago. 

Nebraska, ranked No. 12 and now 
2-L, fell behind early. The Huskers 
saw every threat to Washington's 
lead answered and every lost oppor- 
tunity turned into a gain for the de- 
fending co-national champions. 

“Obviously, they have a great team 
and played very well,” Osborne said. 
“This is a difficult place to play, and 
we didn’t make the plays we had to to 
win.” 

Nebraska was limited in its play- 
changing ability and was forced into a 
number of penalties for procedure 
and delay of games and a series of 
timeouts because of the crowd noise. 

“The fans came to play,” Washing- 
ton Coach Don James said. “But our 
defense grew up tonight, our offense 
came through, and we did pretty good 
against a tough Nebraska team.” 

Nebraska tried just about every- 
thing. From two-time use of the shot- 
gun formation for the first time in 
modern history at NU to a fake punt 
to a pitchback pass from Calvin Jones 


to quarterback Mike Grant. 

It didn't matter though. Washington 
scored on a safety late in the first 
quarter and minutes later on a touch- 
down after a Nebraska fumble at its 
39 early in the second quarter. 


Perfect execution 

The Cornhuskers struck back on 3 
perfectly executed quick pitch play to 
Jones, who shot around the right end,

73 yards later to cut the margin to 9-7 
with 7:23 left in the half. 

Washington battled right back with 
& 12-play, 80-yard drive that Napoleon 
Kaufman capped with a l-yard dive, 
He carried eight times for 53 yards on 
the drive. But the key for the Huskies 
was a third-and-2 play when Eric 
Bjornson caught a ¢-yard pass out of 
bounds but was ruled to have been 
pushed out by John Reece. 


Eight seconds after Kaufman 
scored, teammate Walter Bailey, who 
was blocked out on Jones’ touchdown, 
found redemption when he picked off 
a Grant pass at the NU 47 with 1:21 
left in the half. 

Washington quarterback Billy Joe 
‘Hobert hit Matt Jones ona short pass, 
and Nebraska was penalized for ille- 
gal use of hands. 

On the next play, Hobert hit Joe 
Kralik on a 29-yard pass deep in the 
end zone — so deep that on the re- 
plays he was clearly out of the end 
Zone and never caught the ball.

Nebraska didn’t threaten again

“I thought we played all right, but a 
couple of breaks didn't go our way," 
said Nebraska outside linebacker 
Travis Hill, who led Nebraska with 12 
tackles. “I can see we need to work on 
a few things, like the mental part, you 
know, not thinking.” 


Washington was never in serious 
trouble despite a series of quarter- 
back sacks by NU’s John Parrella and 
Travis Hill. 

The Huskies, 3-0, scored first and 
never looked back as the Cornhuskers 
were stymied time after time through 
the end of the game. 

Washington, the national champion 
in the USA Today/CNN poll last year, 
has won a nation-leading 17 games in 
a row, including two, decisions over 
Nebraska. 

Despite a sellout crowd and na- 
tional television, plus a weeklong 
series of statements from Washing- 
ton coaches of doubts about their 
team, the Huskies appeared unruffled 
throughout. 

Washington harkened back to a bit 
of its fourth-quarter performance 
from 1991 in the second quarter of the 
game, cashing in on Nebraska mis- 

takes. 

“The main thing is, we're still in the 
national race, and that’ 's something 
we can control now,” Joe Hobert said.

Saturday afternoon at Faurot Field. 
The crowd of 53,337, including at least 
4,000 NU fans, was the largest MU 
crowd since Nebraska played at Mis- 
pouri in 1989. 

Frazier got the start in place of 
senior Mike Grant, the regular quar- 
terback who has been bothered by a 
sore back. Grant was available Satur- 
day and played one series. 

“We put the ball in his hands and 
told him to make the play,” NU head 
coach Tom Osborne said of Frazier. 

Frazier made many plays, but none 
more important than his fourth-down, 
S-yard high dive over two Missouri de- 
fenders to give Nebraska a safe lead 
with 2:09 left. 

Nebraska had to have the touch- 
down, Frazier said. 

“We had to have something work 
then, because we knew they could 
move the ball and that was scary,” be 
eaid. 
Missouri quarterback Jeff Handy 
and the Tiger receivers proved to be 
a real threat, as Missouri threw for an 
all-time NU opponent record of 434 
yards. The Tigers rolled up 446 yards 
of total offense compared to 492 for 
Nebraska. 

“We adjusted, and they passed We 
adjusted some more, and they passed. 
We tried to change the pass rush, and 
they passed," NU defensive backs 
coach George Darlington ssid “We 
were in trouble.” 

That was a different view from the 
last three years, when Nebraska 
averaged more than 500 yards and a 
55-point margin over the Tigers. 

Handy’s 39-yard touchdown pass to 
Victor Bailey with 7:17 left in the 
third quarter closed the gap to 24-21 In 
Nebraska's favor. 


“We had people run by us on occa- 
sion at 25 and 40 yards a chunk, and 
we didn't stop it,” Osborne said. 

The two teams traded field goals in 
the next 12 minutes to change the 
score to 27-24 with 10:13 left. 

“It was tense, and there was some 
pressure,” NU center Jim Scott said. 
“Tommie was a little nervous and 
made a few wrong calls. But he set- 
tled down and got right to it to get us 
on top.”

It was only the second time in the 

game that Nebraska got in the way of 
Handy's 2%of-44 passing perform- 
ance. 
“We pressed with a man-to-man, 
and we didn't do it,” Osborne said. 
“We went to a zone, and it worked a 
little better.” 

After Reece's interception, Frazier 
collected the NU offense, and 11 plays 
later, after third-down conversions at 
the Missouri 22-and 4yard lines, he 
slipped for a 2-yard loss. He tried to 
hit Derek Brown on a pass, but Mis- 


sour! Jerome Madison batted the ball 
away. 

Facing fourth down from the 5, 
Frazier, a high school All-American 
from Bradenton, F'la., took off around 
the: right end, hesitated to look for a 
receiver, then flew into the end zone 
from the 3-yard line. 

“I could see the end zone, and all I 
wanted to do was try the best I could 
to get there,” said Frazier, who was 
told he was starting in place of Mike 
Grant on Wednesday. “I didn't know 
they were going alter my feet, I just 
jumped, and that was it.” 

Missouri's Rick Lyle and Jason Oll- 
ver dove madly for Frazier but 
coukin't cover the high-flying fresh- 
man. 

“Really a good call,” Missouri 
Caoch Bob Stull said. “But he made a 
hell of a play, too. He just jumped. 
You can't react. It was a great play.” 

Osborne said he chose to run the 
play rather than kick a field goal be 
cause of the narrow six-point lead and 
Missouri's passing success, 

“He jumped into the end zone on 
our first touchdown, and the defense 
went crazy,” NU outside linebacker 
Travis Hill said. “He did it again, and 
we felt good. When he did it the last 
time, at the end of the game, we were 
bo fired up, it was nuts.” 


The game took on a frenzied ap- 
pearance from the start. 

Nebraska opened the scoring on a 
12-play, 75-yard drive that ended with 
Frazier keeping on an option run to 
his left. 

The Cornhuskers scored again on a 
7-yard Frazier run to the right. He hit 
wingback Vincent Hawkins on a 43- 
yard pass and Calvin Jones on an 18- 
yard screen pass to ignite the 81-yard 
drive. 

Missouri countered quickly. 

Handy hit Victor Bailey on a 31- 
yard pass to the NU 1, and Mark Jack- 
son scored, Minutes later, Handy hit 
AJ. Ofodile on 4 13-yard touchdown 
pass, after completing a 41-yarder to 
Ronell Kayhill. 

Nebraska cornerback Kenny Wil- 
hite intercepted a Handy pass on Mis- 
souri’s next possession and returned 
it 49 yards to the Missouri 20. Six plays 
later, Calvin Jones leaped over the 
middle of the line to give Nebraska a 
21-14 lead. 

Before the end of the half, Frazier 
cooly cruised the Cornhusker offense 
to the Tiger 9yard line, where Byron 
Bennett tacked on a 26-yard field 
goal Both teams missed field goals 
before Handy hit Bailey to cut the 
score to three points. 


“Everybody counted this as a win 
and was looking to Colorado, but we 
players knew we'd get Missouri's best 
shot,” Jones said. “The one thing we 
were leary of was Tommie’s compo- 
sure when the game was on the line, 


“He did as good a job as any quar- 
terback I've seen. I think it lifted the 
whole team to see him take control” 


Frazier, who had thrown 15 passes 
and run 14 times this season, said he 
was ready to do what was expected of 
him. 

“I missed some calls and made a 
few mistakes, but I'd give myself an 
‘A,’” he said.

For the first time in history, two 
teams tied for the same AP rank met 
on the gridiron. Two No. 8s, Ne- 
braska and Colorado met in front of 
a nationally-televised audience for 
a Halloween Homecoming match. 
The results were almost spooky as 
Nebraska totally dominated the Buf- 
faloes on a cold rainy night, did not 
haveaturnover,rushed for373 yards 
and piled up 428 total yards to 
Colorado’s 144 in a 52-7 win for the 
Huskers. Colorado was ranked in 
the top 20 for all defensive catego- 
ries, yet NU dominated the game 
and held the ball nearly 43 minutes. 
The win ended CU's 25-game un- 
beaten conference streak and ended 
NU’s eight-game winless streak vs. 
Top 20 teams. NU’s frosh QB, 
TommieFrazier, rushed for86 yards, 
and completed two touchdown 
passes. Calvin Jones was the game's 
leading rusher with 101 yards and 
three scores, while Derek Brown 
added 80 yards, Colorado mean- 
while, was held to just eight yards 
rushing. Defensively, NU’s John 
Parrella was the Big Fight Player-of- 
the-Week as he had eight tackles 
and three sacks.

Huskers run 


wild on KU

A week ago, somebody in the Ne- 
braska offensive huddle giggled, 
“Happy Halloween, Colorado.” 

This week, somebody in Nebraska's 
offensive huddle said, “Welcome to 
the Big Eight.” 

“And we all laughed,” Nebraska 
quarterback Tommie Frazier said. 
“It wasn't mean. It wasn’t mocking. 
We were just trying to keep the mood 
light.” 

That mood couldn't have been 
darker or more foreboding for Kan- 
sas as Nebraska demolished the Jay- 
hawks 497 Saturday before a crowd 
of 76,165 fans and a national television 
audience. 

For the second week in a row, Ne- 
braska ruined the hopes of a Big 
Eight contender and a nationally 
ranked football team on ESPN, Last 
week, it as a 52-7 victory over then- 
No.8 Colorado. 

This time, the toughest stand be- 
sides Nebraska were the greased goal 
posts that refused to come down after 
the Cornhuskers dispatched No. 13 
Kansas. considered by NU Coach 
Tom Osborne the biggest threat to 
the Cornhuskers’ Big Eight title this 
year. 

“The last two weeks have been a 
litle hard for me to explain,” Osborne 
said. 

It's kind of hard for the Cornhusk- 
ers to explain, too, even though Ne- 
braska has beaten KU 24 times in a 
row by an average of 46-7. 

Consider that NU'’s first touchdown 
Was a nearly blown play and the sec- 
ond touchdown was a play made up 
on the spot. 

“We were still disjointed as heck,” 
he said, “We had two or three plays 
that were brought in wrong or called 
wrong. The first touchdown pass was 
a disaster, not even close to the play 
that was called. How it worked I'll 
never know. 

“We had several plays like that.” 

Despite the fact the play was a 
“disaster,” freshman Frazier faked to 
the I-back and hit tight end Gerald 
Armstrong on a 36-yard touchdown 
pass with the game a minute and a 
half old.

On the first play of the second quar- 
ter, Frazier hit Armstrong again 
crossing from east to west in the end- 
zone — to that point, Armstrong had 
six catches all for touchdowns this 
year — to put Nebraska ahead 14-0, 

Less than two minutes later, Fra- 
zier found Corey Dixon streaking 
down the middle of the field for a 46 
yard touchdown. 


Kansas finally answered with an 
eight-play, 80-yard scoring drive, but 
Nebraska countered with a 5-yard 
touchdown by Calvin Jones to zoom 
ahead 28-7 with 4:13 left in the first 
half. 

“We shouldn't have let that (KU's 
touchdown) happen,” NU secondary 
coach George Darlington said. 
“Blown coverage. But we adjusted.” 

Less than two minutes after that 
score, Frazier hit Jones on a 41-yard 
screen pass to the Kansas 10, and in 
two plays Jones had his second touch- 
down and Nebraska had a 35-7 half- 
time lead. 

“The Big Red is on a roll,” NU out- 
side linebacker Trev Alberts said, 
“When we saw what our offense was 
doing against a supposedly great de- 
fense, we knew we had to hold up our 
end of the bargain by stopping the 
Kansas offense. 

“And like our offense, even when 
we lined up wrong, or made the mis- 
takes, we seemed to get the job done 
and shut Kansas down pretty good.” 

The Jayhawks were beaten by the 
widest margin in two years and 
tagged for more points and more 
yards than any other game this year. 

The game figured to be closer than 
the annual Nebraska pummeling of 
Kansas because the Jayhawks at 7-1 
were off to their best start since win- 
ning the conference in 1968. 

Kansas also had the top rushing de- 
fense in the Big Eight and compared 
favorably with Nebraska in most 
statistical categories. 

But it didn't seem to matter to Ne- 
braska. 

The Cornhuskers were near perfec- 
tion in the first three quarters. 


Nebraska expanded a 35-0 halftime 
lead to 42-0) when Tyrone Byrd picked 
off a pass and sprinted 30 yards down 
the sideline with the second half less 
than a minute old. 

The Cornhuskers, who had scored 
their first seven touchdowns in a total 
elapsed (official) time of 4 minutes, 
53 seconds, spent some time scoring 
its final touchdown. 

After 13 plays and 87 yards, the 
Cornhuskers completed a scoring 


march with a combination of Derek 
Brown and Jones and Lance Lewis. 

Brown finished with 156 yards on 15 
carries, Jones with 107 yards on 14 
carries and Lewis with 42 yards on 
three carries, including the final NU 
touchdown on a 5-yard run. 

“We got the running after we got 
the passing and that was a good sign," 
said Frazier, who is 34) as a starter at 
Nebraska, “People said our passing 
wasn't that good and we could only 
run. 

“So we got some passing done to- 
night and it's just another step in im- 
proving our game and playing to our 
capabilities.” 

Nebraska rolled up 533 yards of 
total offense while the Cornhuskers 
limited Kansas to 273 yards — but 114 
of that came in the third quarter, 
after NU had a 42-7 lead. 

“We obviously have gotten a little 
confidence,” Osborne said. “I think 
the defense's confidence is up right- 
now. Offensively it has always been 
pretty good. We have a great kicking 
game, too. 

“There's a great aftitude and work 
ethic here as well, and that’s always a 
good sign.” 

Osborne said he was worried about 
a letdown and his team appeared 
“flat” before Saturday night's game. 

“Obviously, we weren't flat and we 
played well,” he said. 

So what about the national picture? 

Nebraska is in front to win the Big 
Eight and go to the Orange Bowl, 

“We can see that anything can hap- 
pen with Washington losing today and 
our Jast two games being such blow- 
outs,” Alberts said. “We're in the hunt, 
and that's what is keeping us all going 
so strong.” 

Osborne was just as cautious in his 
assessment. 

“Nationally, i don’t know where we 
fit in but I think we can play with 
about anybody,” Osborne said. “The 
thing you find out about this kind of 
thing, is the less you say the less you 
have to take back.” 

After the last two weeks, it doesn't 
appear Nebraska has to take any- 
thing back.

@ The star Saturday was quarterbach 
Mary Seiler, a fifth- : senior making 
his first career start, He had more yards 
Tushing Saturday — 144 — than in the 
rest of his career combined. 

@ The Cyclones rushed for 373 ie 
more than double their average. That's 
the most against the Huskers in 60 
back to 1987 and the fifth-highest total 


against an Osbome-coached team.

But the at was a gul apes to the 
Huskers, puffed up on a gale of positive 
national publicity from the past two

“It's probably the worst loss I've had 
since {'ve been alive,” NU center Jim 
Scott said, “It was like one of those 
pinch-yourself-to-see-if-you're-awake 
deals.”

Then late in the second quarter, Fra- 
zier limped to the locker room with a

Nebraska used that “lucky pass" — a 
15-yard toss from a tumbling Frazier to 
fullback Lance Lewis — to take a 10-6 
lead early in the second quarter, 

But the Cyclones went up 12-10 at 
halftime, then extended that lead early in 
the fourth quarter when Seiler broke on 
option play for 78 yards to the NU 2. 

On the next play, walk-on fullback 
Chnis Ulnich — who ran for 105 yards — 
scored for a 19-10 lead with 10:50 to 
play. 

Nebraska got the ball back twice, but 
made only one first down. ISU held the 
ball the final 5:14 of the game, then 
stepped aside to watch fans np down the 
Boal posts. 

“This one was for the fans," said 
Goodwin, who had 11 tackles, “I wish we 
could give them a bow! bid. 

“But let them go have the time of their 
lives tonight because I am, and so is 
everybody else on this team, We're tired 
of hearing People say wecan't beat teams 
that are ranked Way above us.”

TheNebraska Cornhuskersbattled 
a tough Oklahoma team through a 
dog-fight first halfand wentinto the 
locker room with a 10-9 lead in the 
annual “Big Red Shootout.”

@ Team that lost to 
ISU rebounds, keeps 
Orange hopes alive.

NORMAN, Okla. — Something old, 
something new. Something stolen and 
something red. 

The Nebraska football team ve- 
verted to its old ways in the second 
half and ripped Oklahoma 33-9 Friday 
at Owen Field in a game that put the 
Cornhuskers a step closer to the Big 
Eight championship, 

The Cornhuskers appeared much 
more like the Nebraska that beal up 
on Kansas and Colorado than the 
team that was upset by Iowa State 
two weeks ago. 

“This was more like the real us,” 
said Travis Hill, Nebraska senior out- 
side linebacker. “We played like we 
had something to win and something 
to earn.” 


THE VICTORY PUTS Nebraska in 
position lo win the Big Hight title and 
an Orange Bowl berth with a win 
against Kansas State pext week al 
Tokyo. 

The Cornhuskers will be taking 
some extra luggage across the Pa- 
cific Ocean, too; 

Nebraska went to the new “dime” 
pass prevent defense to stop Oklaho- 
ma’s run, then, according to NU head 
coach Tom Osborne, stole two plays 
from the lowa State offense — a 
shovel pass and a draw play — and 
eliminated any doubts left from the 
upset loss Lwo weeks ago. 

In the meantime, NU I-back Calvin 
Jones rushed for 137 yards and joined 
I-back Derek Brown, who gained 88, 
as the first Cornhusker pair of backs 
to each gain more than 1,000 yards 
rushing in the same season. 

“It was Big Red football, the way it 
was supposed to be played,” said Hill, 
who sacked Oklahoma quarterback 
Cale Gundy for a safety in the third 
quarter. 

“We knew it was a matter of time 
before our offense got rolling, so all 
we had to do on defense was hang in 
there until they exploded,” he said. 
“This was the real Nebraska. We corm 
trolled the line, the offense controlled 
the line, and we beat them up.” 


AFTER PATIENTLY watching 
the Sooners allow Nebraska just 
three offensive plays in the first quar- 
ter, the Cornhuskers, now 8-2 overall 
and 5-1 in the Big Eight, took over. 

Only a 50-yard pass interception re- 
turn by Nebraska linebacker Ed 
Stewart kept the Cornhuskers from 
being completely blanked in the figst. 
quarter and 13 minutes of the second 
quarter, while Oklahoma chipped in 
three field gouls to take a 97 lead. 

“We felt like we could get some- 
thing done before halftime and be the 
dominant team in the second half.” 
said NU kicker Byron Bennett, who 
‘nisséd a 44-yard field goal attempt 
that careened off the crossbar and 
ithe left upright, 


pennett got a chance to redeem 
liimself when Nebraska drove 54 
yards in 11 plays and Bennett kicked a 
33-yarder to give Nebraska a 109 
halftime lead. 


THE CORNHUSKERS burst out of 
the locker room to start the secdnd 
half. 

-The drive right before half and the 
field goal gave us an emotional lift,” 
Osborne said. “I think during the sec- 
ond- half our strength up front just 
took control. We controlled both sides 
of the line.” 

The Cornhuskers flexed thelr mus- 
cle behind the running of Derek 
Brown and fullback Lance Lewis. Ne- 
braska marched 64 yards to set up a 
touchdown pass from freshman quar- 
terback Tommie Frazier to tight end 
Gerald Armstrong to increase the 
lead to 17-9 with the third quarter less 
than three minutes old. 


Nebraska's defense then slammed 


Mey mers offense to the worn turf. 
NU cornerback Kenny Wilhite in- 
tercepted a Gundy pass at the Ne- 
braska 1-yard line to end the Sooners’ 


last scoring threat with 8:40 left in the 
third quarter. 


OKLAHOMA, WHICH finished 5-4-2 
for its worst record since 1965, man- 
aged just 50 yards of offense in the 
tecond half. 

Meanwhile, Nebraska rolled up 229 
yards rushing and 33 yards passing in 
the second half and its offense held 
onto the ball for almost two-thirds of 
the second half. 

Nebraska did have some problems 
in the second half. Brown suffered a 
separated shoulder when he was 


tackled at the OU 7-yard line after a 
Jong run with a minute left in the third 
quarter. He will miss the Kansas 
State game. 

On the next play, Frazier appeared 
to have running room to reach the 
end zone but tried to pass to Arm- 
Strong, and offensive pass interfer- 
ence was called on NU, On the next 
play, Frazier hit Jones on a shovel 
pass that appeared to be a touchdown 
but was called back for holding. Fi- 
nally, Frazier was intercepted in the 
end zone to end the drive. It was NU's 
first turnover in 24 quarters. 


“I WAS PLEASED with the way 
we played. No major errors and the 
one turnover in the end zone, but 
that’s the first one in six games,” Os- 
borne said, “The first quarter did not 
look too exciting for us, I was not real 
sure we were ever going to get the 
ball. OU ran it right at us. 

“Once we did get the ball away 
from them, our strength took over.” 

Late in the first half, NU picked up 
25 yards on a draw play with Jones 
countering the flow of the Oklahoma 
defense. Nebraska gained another 10 
yards on a shovel pass to Jones in the 
second quarter to help set up Ben- 
nett's go-ahead field goal, 

“Because we had control, it was 
like anything we did was going to 
work because we were in a groove,” 
said NU senior All-America guard 
Will Shields, “We could tell we were 
the stronger team because they were 
switching off guys on defense, bend- 
ing over at the waist trying to catch 
their breath and we were smiling.” 


THERE WERE PLENTY of rea- 
Sons for the Cornhuskers to smile 
after the emotional blow of losing to 
Towa State. 

“Our option worked well because 
we had our tight ends in there — Wil- 
liam Washington and Gerald Arm- 
strong and that made us 20 percent 
better on offense," Osborne said, 

Both tight ends missed the Iowa 
State game. 

“With Frazier healthy, we were 30 
percent better, too," Osborne said. 

Frazier finished the ISU game but 
was hampered by a sore knee. 

“We gambled on using the dime de- 
fense — which you normally do not do 
if people are running at you," Osborne 
Said. “We used it 75 percent of the 
game. We blitzed a little more out of 
the dime and got more pressure on 
their quarterback.” 

Nebraska also eliminated some but 
not all pressure in trying to win the 
Big Eight. 

“We do not have this thing locked 
up," Osborne said. “Anything can hap- 
pen when you go that far (Tokyo) and 
make that many different time 
changes. Kansas State has had an 
extra week to get ready for us, and 
we have a big loss in Derek Brown.”

Nebraska defensive coordinator 
Charlie MeBride echoed Qsborne’s 
thoughts. 

“You're happy to win the Big Eight, 
but if we play like that again, we 
won't win ing in the Orange 
Bowl,” he said. “I'm sure the kids are 
a little loggy with the time changes, 
playing indoors in a very warm and 
noisy place, but we made a let of men- 
tal mistakes we shouldn't make. 


“But I'm still going to be happy 


with the win and the fact we're going 
to the Orange Bowl That was the foal 
of the players, and they reached it.” 

A loss for Nebraska would have 
given the Big Eight title to Colorado, 
which went 5-1-1 in the conference. 

Frazier dazzied the crowd of more 
than 50000 people im the seidout 
Tokyo Dome for the 17th annual 
Coca-Cola Sowl with a series of 
bewildering fakes and impressive 
passing. 

Jones, the favorite of the crowd — 
which included some 500 Nebraska 
fans and 100 Kansas State fans as well 
as thousands of natives waving pur- 
ple and red — showed power and 
durability that he hasn't had to show 
before. 

Derek Brown, his “we” back part- 
ner who joined Jones in becoming the 
first pair of NU backs to reach the 
1,000-yard rushing barrier in the same 
season, didn’t make the trip to Tokyo 
because of a separated shoulder suf- 
fered in the win at Oklahoma. 

But Jones held up for 186 yards on 
30 carries — the most carries by an 
NU back since Brown during NU’s tie 
with Colorado in 1991. 

Husker running backs coach Frank 
Solich said he was pleased with the 
performance of Jones. 

“He ran very well and had some 
great blocks, but I was very im- 
pressed with his pass catching as 
well,” Solich said “He did tell me he 
was tired, though, having not carried 
that much in a Jong time.” 

Nebraska seemed to control the 
game with three straight touchdowns 
to open it. 

Kansas State, which finished 56 
overall and 2-5 in the Big Eight, ral- 
lied for 10 points in the second quarter 
to cut the lead to 21-10 with 2:27 left in 
the first half. 


But the Cornhuskers opened the 
second half with a 1@play scoring 
drive that Byron Bennett ended with 
a 42-yard field goal. 

Then, the NU defense — which held 
K-State to 20 yards rushing in the sec- 
ond half — stopped the Wildcats for 
the second time in a row. 


The Cornhuskers quickly tacked on 
8 clinching score when Jones took off 
around the left end on an option pitch 
from Frazier to boost the lead to 31-10 
with 1:43 left in the third quater.

When Alabama did not receive a bowl bid at the 
end of the 1984 season, Nebraska took over from 
the Crimson Tide as the school with the longest 
current string of consecutive bowl appearances. 
Alabama had appeared in 25-straight bowl games 
dating back to the inaugural Liberty Bowl at 
Philadelphia in 1959, but the Tide slipped in 
1984 and did not get a bowl bid. Nebraska, under 
first Bob Devaney, then Tom Osborne, has 
appeared in a bowl game in 24 consecutive 
seasons, starting with a 45-6 win over Georgia in 
the 1969 Sun Bowl.
